None of the leaders will consent to be 
quoted on the subject, which they sey 
is “full of dynamite.“ Privately they 
declare that it will not only center about 
Roach a fight which probably would de- 
feat him, but also would defeat any 
other candidate who did not openly pro- 
test against a fight of that character. 

Fear It Would Bring Defeat. 

Democratic politicians say that they 
have scant hope of being able to head 
off the fight. They declare that if it 
comes they can see little hope of a vic- 
tory in the election.

IMAYOR TO ASK FOR 


MONEY FOR AUDIT 
OF ALL CITY BOOKS 


Says on Return From Excelsior 
Springs That He Will Send 
Special Message to Aldermen. 


NO SUCCESSOR TO BURTON 
Clerk Getting Salary of $125 a 


Month Will Hold 
Position. 


Mayor Kiel today, on his return from 
Excelsior Springs, had a conference 
with City Counselor Daues and then 
announced that he would send a special 


message to the Board of Aldermen, next 
Friday, asking for an appropriation to 
employ a special auditor to examine the 
books of all city departments. 

The Mayor also announced that no 
successor would be appointed at this 
time to the office made vacant yester- 
day by the dismissal of Claude B. Bur- 
ton, Supervisor of Water Rates Assess- 
ment. Burton’s salary was $3000 and 
it is alleged that he lent water rates 
funds at 6 per cent interest. 

The audit, the Mayor said, had been 
made necessary by the disclosures of ir- 
regularities in the water rates depart- 
ment and the Sheriff's office. The 
exact amount to be asked for has 
not yet been determined. 

No thorough audit of the city’s 
accounts has been made in the last 10 
years. A special accountant was ap- 
pointed by the Mayor a year ago, but 
his activities have been curtailed by 
lack of funds. 

The Mayor said the first examina- 
tion probably would be made in of- 
fices of the Circuit Clerk and the 
Sheriff. 

Commissioner Wall said that for 
the present Burton’s office would be filled 
by a chief clerk at $125 a month. 
William T. Kerchies, chief clerk of 
the Supply and Purifying Depart- 
ment, is now doing the work. A bill 
is pending in the Board of Aidermen 
to raise the salary for Kercheis’ po- 
sition to $175 a. month. 

Both the Mayor and Commissioner 
Wall, when asked why a successor to 
Burton would not be appointed, said 
that it was simply a matter of economy 
and that it was believed a clerk could 
do the Assessor’s work. Politicians 
were inclined to take a different view 
of the case. 

Eligibles Friendly to Koeln. 

Rurton's successor would have to be 
appointed from the three men highest 
upon the eligibility list provided by the 
Efficiency Board. The three men high- 
est upon this list are all regarded as 
friendly toward Collector Koeln, who is 
not upon the best of terms, politically, 
with the Mayor. } 

The dismissal of Burton  elim®& 
nated from public office the re- 
maining principal in the Owen-Bur- 
ton feud, which led to the investiga- 
tion of the water rates offices. Burton 
had been Assessor of Water Rates 
since August, 1914, when the new city 
charter separt ted the collecting and as- 
sessing divisions. 

John B. Owen, former Deputy City 
Collector in charge of water rates, was 
dismissed from that post three weeks 
ago by Collector Koeln when an inves- 
tigation revealed that Owen had bor- 
rowed $2000 of water revenue on a vost- 
dated personal check, and had su- 
stituted his personal checks, which were 
returned by the bank marked insuf- 
ficient funds, for partial payments made 
by water customers. 

Owen had been indicted on a charge 
of embezzlement of $2700 of the city's 
funds, and Burton’s conduct in public 
office is being investigated v the graud 
jury. 

Dismissal Based on Irregularities. 

Water Commissioner Wall, who re- 
turned yesterday after an absence of 
a week in New Mexico, dismissed Bur- 
ton after consultations with City Coun- 
selor Daues and Circuit Attorney Har- 
vey. In the letter of dismissal, Commis- 
sioner Wall informed Burton that his 
action followed a careful review of the 
disclosures of the past week as to ir- 
regularities in connection with the office 
under your charge.” 

Duross Outranked Darton. 

Burton was reappointed supervisor 
last April, over James H. Duross, 2 
clerk in his office, who ranked first in 
the Efficiency Board test. Duross sub- 
sequently was suspended indefinitely by 
Burton, and was promptly employed bs 
Owen, who then was in charge of coi- 
lections. Duross since has been dropped 
by Collector Koeln, who explained the 
special work on which Duross was em- 
ployed had been completed. 

Robert T. Ecoff, whose name is sec- 
ond on the eligible list, was a clerk un- 
der Burton before the charter separsa- 
tion, when he was taken into the col- 
lection division by Owen and made chief 
clerk. C. F. Meier, a salesman for a 
local brewery, stands third on the eligi- 
ble list. Under the charter, if Burton's 
post is filled, one of these men must be 
appointed by Commissioner Wall. 

The Owen-Burton feud involved Mayor 
ier and Collector Koeln, as the Col- 
lector opposed the reappointment of 
Burton last spring and Mayo Kiel re- 
fused to interfere with the plans of 
Water Commissioner Wall. 

Ecoff is temporarily in charge of the 
collection division and William Ker- 
cheis, a clerk under Wall, is temporary 
head of the assessment division.

Kowazek Says She Jumped to 
Escape Abuse of Man. 


WANTED TO GET OUT 


Mrs. Mel Schaffer Declares That 
She Heard Driver of Car 
Curse Girl. 


Mrs. Mel Schaffer of 1454 Warren 
street told a Post-Dispatch reporter to- 


day the circumstances under which Miss 
Gertrude Kowazek, 23 years old, a farm- 
er’s daughter of Silex, Mo., received the 
injuries which caused her death last 
night at the Baptist Hospital. 

Miss Kowazek, according to Mrs. 
Schaffer, leaped from the automobile of 
John Wilkinson of Clayton at Grand 
and Clark avenues to escape the im 
portunities and annoyance of Wil- 
kinson, Mrs. Schaffer was with Miss 
Kowazek in the automobile. 

Mrs. Schaffer said she and Miss 
Kowazek were walking Thursday eve- 
ning on Grand avenue when an auto- 
mobile stopped at the curb in front of 
the New Grand Central theater and 
the two men in it called to them and 
asked them if they did not want to take 
an automobile ride. They did not know 
the men, she said, but learned later that 
the one driving was Wilkinson and the 
other was Bernard J. Foley of 3406 


North Fourteenth street. 
Miss Kowazek took a seat beside WII 


kinson and Mrs. Schaffer sat with Fo- 
ley. They went to a carnival at Four- 
teenth street and St. Louis avenue and 
had drinks. Mrs. Schaffer says she 
thought that her Manhattan cocktail 
tasted queer. Miss Kowazek drank a 
soda highball. 

They re-entered the machine and Wil- 
kinson drove south on Grand avenue. 
As he drove he argued with Miss Kow- 
Azek. 

Mrs. Schaffer said Foley told her they 
were going to a place from which it 
would take a long time to get back. 
Mrs. Schaffer asserts she demanded 
that the car be stopped and Wilkinson 
stopped it in front of the Rock church. 
Foley, she said, tried to dlasuade her 
from’ getting out and ane threatened 
to call the police. Wilkinson started 
the machine and they continued south. 
After they crossed Olive street, she 
said, the speed of the machine was in- 
creased. 

The argument between Wilkinson and 
Miss Kowazek continved. Mrs. Schaf- 
fer could not hear their words, but 
Wilkinson, she said, appeared to be im- 
portuning her and cursing alternately. 
Mrs. Schaffer said Foley persisted in 
attempts to.embrace her and cursed 
when she repulsed him. 

At Clark avenue Miss Kowazek, who 
was sitting on the right side, leaped 
out of the machine and fell to the 
street. 

Foley, Mrs. Schaffer said, warned 
her to keep silent. A crowd gathered 
and an ambulance came. Mrs. Schaf- 
fer protested against Miss Kowazek 
being sent to the city hospital, and 
Wilkinson said he would pay for her 
at the Baptist Hospital. She was 
taken there.‘ Foley, she says, again 
warned her to keep still about the 
affair and at the police station she 
gave her malden name, 

Miss Kowazek's skull was fractured 
at the base. Wilkinson and Foley and 
Mrs. Schaffer were arrested Thursday 
night. They all denied then that Miss 
Kowazek had leaped from the automo- 
bile to escape annoyance, 

Wilkinson and Foley could not be 
reached for a statement today. They 
are under bond for their appearance

Servians Captured in Fall of Pirot Found to Be 
III Clad, but Equipped With Best of 
Allies’ War Material. 


SOFIA, Oct. 27, via London, Oct. 30.— 
(Delayed)—The fall of Pirot this morn- 
ing (Wednesday), was a severe blow to 
the Servian army, since the reduction 
of this strong position leaves open the 


road to Nish, and invites a strong Bulga- 
an advance towards the center of old 
Servia. 

The capture of Pirot followed three 
days of desperate fighting, ended at 
nightfall, Oct. 26. In the night the 
Servians evacuated the city, sacrificing 
all their heavy baggage and leaving 
nuge stores of ammunition and war ma- 
‘erial in the hands of the Bulgarians It 
is asserted here that the Servian losses 
were extremely heavy. 

in Critical Position. 

The fall of Pirot and Zajecar, together 
with the junction made by the Austro- 
German and Bulgarian forces north of 
Negotin, has rendered the position of 
the Servians, it is considered here, ex- 
tremely critical. Servian forces near the 
Mitrovitza and Prishtina are rotreating 
north in the direction of Novipasar witn 
the purpose evidently of Joining the main 
groups of theiy army in the interior 
where it is said state of, siege is rapid 
ty approaching since the 
the verge of being completely cut off. 

The capture of Zajecar\was of dis- 
tinct benefit to the Bulgarians, as 
it was of importance to thé Servians 
both as a frontier fortress and as a 
railway junction. Zajecar was defend- 
ed by a Servian first line division, 
supported by about 10,000 men of 
the Third Reserve. The Bulgarian 
forces numbered about two brigades. 

The most thorough preparations 
for defenze had been made by the 
Servians, whose resistance was de- 
termined. Every mountain crest sur- 
rounding the fortress was literally 
covered with barbed wire entangle- 
ments and other obstacles. 

Terrific Fire Inte Bulgars. 

From these positions the Servians 
poured a terrific fire into the Bul- 
garian lines. 

Three outlying positions were 
taken more than a week ago but the 
inner line and the southern, eastern 
and northern works held out until 
Monday. However, the Bulgarians 


to the top of the mountain whence 
they were able to direct their fire 
at Servian defenses.

preliminary bombardment on Mon- 
day and early yesterday. This was 
followed by a Bulgarian infantry at- 
tack of the most desperate charac- 
ter. The Bulgarians were often 
obliged to climb on all fours up 
steep slopes to Servian positions. 
Now and then the attacking parties 
were shot down or thrown back, but

shortly before, noon carried all the 
Servian defenses. 6 

The Bulgarian artillery did most ef- 
fective work. Its fire was said by Ser- 
vian prisoners to have been the worst 
they had experienced. The shrapnel 
oxploded unerringly at a height of 50 
feet above the Servian positions. This, 
together with the impetuous rushes of 
the Bulgarian infantry, compelled the 
remaining Servians to surrender. 

Servians Equipped by Allies, 

Most of tne prisoners were in civilian 
caps. Others were wearing thin sum- 
mer uniforms, with three or four shirts. 
Few of them had good shoes. There 
was no lack, however, of the best 
French and British war materials. The 
Servian are still hoping that reinforce- 
ments will reach them. 

All accounts agree as to the valor of 
the Bulgarians. Extraordinary exertions 
were required to scale the dizy heights 
at Zajecar. The Bulgarian infantrymen 
removed their shoes to obtain a better 
footing on the slippery rocks. Like un- 
tamable beings they rushed up the 
slopes. Gaps in their line were filled up 
instantly from following reserves.

New French Premier Says Nation 
Will Not Lay Down Arms 
Until It Triumphs. 


Special Cable to the Pest-Dispatch 
and the New York World. 


LONDON, Oct. 30.—The correspondent 
of the Times, in Paris, sends the fol- 
lowing statement by Aristide Briand, 
the new Premier: 

“I desire to say emphatically to our 
allies, as well as to our enemies, that 
the change of ministry in France is in 
no way a sigh of any change in policy. 
The policy of France is summed up in 
a word, ‘Victory,’ and, to give to this 
word the definition of my Cabinet, I 
cannot do better than quote the words 
uttered by my predecessor and col- 
league, Rene Viviani, speaking in the 
Chamber of Deputies, on Aug. 2, when 
he said: 

* We shall only lay down arms after 
having ipsured the triumph of right, 
after having banished the possibility of 
a renewal of such crimes, after having 
restored heroic Belgium to her politi- 
cal and economic independence and aft- 
er having recaptured our Alsace and 
our Lorraine.’ 

La Paix par la Victoire,’ such is and 
must be the motto of any French min- 
istry. By peace I mean the restoration 
of the right of every country to lead ite 
own life and cultivate its own civiliza- 
tion without infringment of its neigh- 
bors’ rights. By victory I mean the 
crushing of German militarism.’’

NEW MINISTERS 
ARE OLD MEN 


Age Averages Older Than in 
Any Previous French Cabinet 
—Who Members Are. 


PARIS, Oct. 30.—The average age of 
the new Briand ministry is greater than 
that of any preceding French adminis- 
tration. Charles Louis de Freycinet, 
member of Parliament in 1870 and Pre- 
mier seven times between 1880 and 1892, 
is 87; Emile Combes is 80. Felix Jules 
Meline is 77 and Leon Burgeois and 
Denis Cochin each 64 Like Freycinet. 
all have been Premiers and are Sena- 
tors, except Cochin, who is a Deputy, 
representing a Paris district. The old- 
est member of the Viviani ministry was 
Reybot, who is 73. 

The new Cabinet is greeted by the 
press of Paris with sympathy and en- 
couragement. The chief note in editorial 
comment is a demand for prompt, de- 
cisive action for “Government which 
governs” independently of party consid- 
erations and solely with a view of vic- 
tory. 

This is the first time in the history of 
the French republic that there is a coali- 
tion ministry of all the opposing par- 
ties and factions. It follows, closely on‘ 
the recent innovation of forming a Brit- 
ish coalition Cabinet of Conservatives 
and Liberals. 

The Cabinet, according to a list given 
out by the Havas News Agency follow- 
ing a conference which Premier Briand 
held with his colleagues and which is 
considered authoritative, will be com- 
posed as follows:

BALTIMORE, Oct. 9.—Formal notitli- 
cation was received today ‘from the 
British War Office, by members of his 
family, of the death, in action, of John 
Prentiss Poe Jr. of this city, a member 
of the “Black Watch” Scottish regi- 
ment. Poe was killed Sept. 25, last, the 
first .ay of the big drive on the Ger- 
man lines near Loos, France. 

Poe, at Princeton University, played 
halfback for the football teams of 1892, 
1888 and 1894. He was looked upon as 
one of the greatest players who ever 
stepped upon a football field. After- 
ward he was chosen as coach at Prince- 
ton. 

A few months ago, 200 members of the 
class of 1895 held a banquet. Poe then 
was fighting for the English, but his 
old classmates resolved each to send a 
postal to Johnny in the trenches, and 
they sent them. 8 

Poe had been away from Princeton 
only a few years when the Spanish- 
American War began. He joined the 
Fifth Maryland regiment and went 
south, but never got to the fighting line. 
Afterward he enlisted in the United 
States army for service in the Philip- 
pines. Next he went to Nevada as a 
gold miner. He took part in a Hon- 
duras revolution and was a marine in 
the canal zone. 


Poe was a first cousin of Mrs. 
Harry C. January of Ferguson, and 
was known here. He was a grand- 
nephew of Edgar Allen Poe.

NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—William F. 
McCoombs, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, who yes- 
terday called a meeting of the com- 
mittee for Dec. 7. in Washington, to 
select a convention site, at the same 
time that an official call was issued 


for a meeting of the Republican 
Committee there Dec. 14 for the same 
purpose, said today that the Demo- 


cratic Presidential campaign would 
be in ful swing within 212 weeks. 


He said that at the committee meet - 
ing in Washing he would urge the 
beginnig of organization for the 
campaign at once. 

President will be the nominee, Mc- 
Combs said, and the party will go be- 
fore the country with the Wilson ad- 
ministration's achievements as its argu- 
ment in appealing for votes. But the 
contest,. said Chairman McCombs, will 
be a straight out-and-out fight between 
Democratic and Republican candidates, 
in contrast to the three-cornered battle 
of 1912.

Wants America to Support Effort 


to Postpone Change Until 
End of War.

TOKIO, Oct. . — The Japanese Govern- 
ment has requested the American Gov- 
ernment to give its support in the repre- 
sertations which are being made at Pe- 
hin for the purpose of postponing re- 
establishment of a monarchy in China 
until the European war is ended. 
Japan's policy was decided upon after 
consultation with Great Britain. The 
conversations began while. Baron Ishii 
was in London, several weeks ago, on 
his way from Paris, where he had served 
as Japanese Ambgssador to Pokio, to 
assume the Foreign Affairs portfolio. 
There is much interest here in the at- 
titude of Germany in regard to the form 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 0.—The United 
States has declined to express any opin- 
ion as to whether it approves the pro- 
posed change in China from a republio 
to a monarchy. 

It has become known that some of the 
interested Powers, seeking to sound out 
the Washington Government, had 
learned informally that the latter would 
take no step that might be construed as 
an interference in the Internal concerns 
of another sovereign State. 

It is known, however, that privately 
the hope is entertained in Washington 
that the change will not be made. This 
is based not only on the natural sym- 
pathy for the republican form of gov-

When. the waiter 
brought the check the wine was en- 
tered at $3. 

Bogy, so Cafferata says, protested 
against paying this price for the 
wine and told Cafferata that he had 
bought a bottle of the same brand in 
New York for $2.50. : 

About the time Bogy dined at Caf- 
ferata’s, he had been through an intri- 
cate and involved lawsuit and he was 
full of legal lore. He took the bill from 
the waiter and opposite the wine item 
he wrote the portentous legal word 
exception.“ Cafferata, stepping from 
the role of boniface to that of judge, 
duly noted the exception and reduced 
the bill’s total from $5.60 to $5.10. Even 
after making this concession, he alleges, 
he has been unable to collect the bill 

Bogy Seeks Allies,

The only thing troubling Cafferata and 
the comedians, Bogy said, was his re- 
fusal. to buy $10,000 worth of stock 
which Cafferata owns in the Park The- 
ater. He said he did not have the cane 
Monday night, Oct. 4, when the lobster 
supper at Cafferata’s broke up in a 
fight. Two nights before, Bogy told the 
Circuit Attorney, Cafferata locked the 
sword cane in his desk, after advising 
Bogy that some policeman might learn 
about it and consider it a concealed} 
weapon. Bogy had carried it because 
certain union musicians were picketing 
the Pageant Theater. 

Bogy hardly had started his story 
when the Circuit Attorney interrupted 
with the remark that the affair was tuo 
frivolous for consideration by the grand 
jury. It's only a police court case,” 
the Circuit Attorney said. Bogy did not 
think the Circuit Attorney knew what 
he was talking about.

About 100 girls employed on the night 
shift at the Western Cartridge Works 
at East Alton walked out last night 
because they did not like a readjustment 
of wages that had been made, and spent 
most of the night besieging the office 
and parading the streets. They invaded 
the factory anad there were a number 
ot fights between strikers and girls who 
remained at work.

That 
was calculated to diminish the earnings 
of some of the faster workers, but Olin 
said the readjusted scale gave the girls 
an average of 2% per cent more than 
they had been receiving.

Confessions by Fay and Others 
Show Mission Was to Destroy 
Outside Guard. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—That the real 


‘mission of Robert Fay in this country 


was to sink or destroy the British War- 
ships on guard outside the three-mile 


‘limit off Sandy Hook is set forth in 


affidavits in possession of United States 
authorities. 

On these affidavits rests the case which 
the Government has built against Fay, 
Max Brietung, Herbert Kienzle, Paul 
Doescha and Walter Scholz, the men ar- 
rested on charges of conspiring against 
the laws of the United States. 

The story of the plot told in the affi- 
davits begins with the last voyage 2f 
the North German Lloyd steamship 
Kronprinzessen Cecilie, which had on 
board Max Brietung, Kienzle and 
Doescha, when, because of the declara- 
tion of war, she was forced to return 
and put in at Bar Harbor, Me. 

Kienzle swore in one of these affi- 
that he was a traveling com- 
panion of Breitung on the ship. They 
discussed the war situation in detail and 
later met several times in this city. He 
does not admit that he wrote to his 
father in Germany of any plans to aid 
the Fatherland, but, according to à 
statement by Fay, the elder Kienzle had 
received such a letter when Fay was 
startea on his trip to this country last 
April. 

Bomb Plot Discussed. 

Fay, one of the affidavits shows, 
called on Kienzle within a few days 
after he landed here. They at once be- 
gan discussing plans for putting the 
British Government ships out of com- 
mission. 

Laid up in Hoboken, the fleet of Ger- 
man liners was ready to go to sea, but 
the cruisers and auxiliary vessels off 
Sandy Hook prevented a dash from the 
harbor. Fay had the idea that he could.

Statement Says. 

LONDON, Oct. 30.—The Vossische Zel- 
tung, says a dispatch to the Exchange 
Telegraph Co. from Amsterdam, chal- 
lenges the German Government to ask 
Washington to recall the American 
Minister at Brussels, Brand Whitlock. 
“The recent Cavell case.“ says the 
Vossische Zeitung, must be utilized as 
an Occasion to put an end to Mr. Whit- 
lock’s activities, he being a Minister 
accredited to Havre (the present seat of 
the Belgian Government) and not to 
Brussels.

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FAIR“ PRICE FOR TRACTION LINES. 

The campaign cn the most ambitious municipal 
ownership project ever brought forward in the 
United is ending in a week of furious fight- 
ing at Detroit. r 

The.city, by an 80 per cent vote, declared a few 
months ago for city ownership of traction lines, 
but in carrying out the mandate the commission- 
ers named to devise a feasible plan encontered 
great difficulties. It was agreed that the purchase 
oi the existing lines under private ownership was 
highly desirable, to prevent interruption in serv- 
ice—a conclusion approved by the company with 
delight, of course—but to fix a “fair” price proved 
an insoluble problem. 

Ultra advocates of city ownership insisted that 
inasmuch as the franchises on all the important 
streets have expired, the price paid for rails, wires, 
poles and other fixed property should be only their 
value as junk, if the company were compelled to 
remove them from tke streets, as it would be ob- 
ligated to do on demand. The company insisted 
op a price representing value as a “going con- 
cern,” 

The ingenious plan finally devised by the com- 
missioners permits the city to take over the lines 
Jan. 1, leaving the price to be determined later 
by a condemnation proceeding in which the local 
Circuit Judges will sit en banc, without a jury. 
By assuming responsibility for the payment of all 
bonds against the city lines and also of enough of 
the bonds against interurban lines, owned by the 
same company, to make up the amount of the 
purchase price, when determined, the city will 
gain possession of the entire system inside the 
oue-fare zone, without the payment of a cent in 
cash. 

The provision as to fixing the price is made the 
excuse for violent antagonism. Opponents of the 
plan, including many distinctive leaders of the 
municipal ownership movement in the past, say 
it is buying a street car pig in a poke. Advocates 
ef the plan denounce such criticism as a reflection 
on the integrity of the Judges. With the merits of 
the original issue obecuréd by countless incidental 
and hardly relevant issues, the vote on the plan 
will take place next Tuesday.

Abide our enthusiasm over a forthcoming en- 
richment of world wisdom and contemporaneous 
literature. Aaron Allred, horse trader, 84 years 
of age, has written a book addressed specially 
to horse and mule men. But we are going to 
read it just the same, because horse sense is 
about all the sense there is, and horse men have 
ho right to a monopoly on it. 
A man who has been swapping horses 80 or 
90 years is a walking compendium of earthly 
knowledge. He is a survival of the fittest intelli- 
gence as Solomon was, whose Proverbs prove 
him to have been the greatest horse trader of 
his day. The successful horse trader of our age 
started out as a pioneer with a pig under his 
arm and in two weeks came back riding a quad- 
ruped and leading one or two more.

He knew the world at first hand, and 
could tell its age by its teeth; he knew the feel 
of its hocks, and the original color of its hide. 
Our author friend has had an experience with 
equine, human ard hybrid critters as intimate as 
profound. He was out with Kit Carson as far 
back as 1849, catching and taming wild horses, 
and came finally into the Bast St. Louis mule 
market, where they also catch and tame wild 
men.

THE WAR SUMMARY. 


VERYBODY says the Kaiser has started for 
E Egypt, and it looks as if he would get there. He 

went through the paper all week without much 
opposition, and we would not be surprised to see him 
emerge on the front page almost any time now in 
conjunction with the Turkish army before Constan- 
tinople. It has been a long time since any great 
military genius stood under the pyramids and as- 
sured his soldiers that twenty centuries looked down 
upon them, and the Kaiser seems to have something 
of that kind in mind. The attempt to head him off 
in Servia has not amounted to very much. It takes 
a big army to stop the Kaiser when he gets going, 
and the allied troops sent up from Saloniki are not 
hurling him over anything very high. What will 
happen after he effects a junction with the Turks is 
hard to say, but it looks as if the allies who have been 
trying to force the Dardanelles would have to take 
the boat home about as fast as they can clamber 
aboard. The Turks have held them for downs right 
along, and with the Germans joining in the attack, 
the British and French are going to find the cele- 
brated Gallipoli peninsula about the slickest place on 
earth. The chance of getting any help from any of 
the other Balkan states seems now lost to the allies. 
Greece and Rumania were disposed to come in when 
it looked as if they might get something out of it, 
but now that it looks as if they would not get any- 
thing nicer than a good beating they are about the 
most neutral countries you ever saw. Worse luck to 
the allies, as soon as it begins to seem certain that 
the Germans are going to win, Greece and Rumania 
will as like as not pile in on the other side. Those 
countries are all out for themselves. That is why 
they are all about as big as a nickel’s worth of soap. 
One has to co-operate in these days to get anywhere. 
The Balkan states don’t know how to co-operate, 
They sit around on the fence until it looks as if the 
melon were to be cut, and then howl for a slice. You 
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can imagine what happens. The winners just stand 
around and throw rind at them until the melon is 
gone, 

There is nothing new on the western front. The 
allies think the Germans have probably pulled out 
for the East and left a few old men and boys on 
guard in Flanders, but every time they try it out 
they find the German troops as thick as ever. It 
beats all where all the Germans come from. They are 
like the leaves of Vallambrosa, and nobody knows 
absolutely whether Germany is going to be a de- 
ciduous plant or not. 

The Russians did not have a very good week, but 
they did not lose much. They are still there, and the 
Germans have apparently given up trying to round 
them up. The Russians will not be rounded up. 
They set all the usual military tactics at nought by 
blithely beating it when they see anybody approach. 
By rights they ought to stand and let Von Hinden- 
burg get around them, and probably their officers 
are ethical enough to want to do that. The trouble 
is with the men. They suddenly pick up and fly, and 
once they get their wings, as the Germans say, there 
is nothing to do but approach them again as soon as 
they light. a 

There is not much going on at sea. The British 
have gotten their submarines around in the Baltic 
and blown up a few German ships, but one hears 
mighty little of German submarines around the Brit- 
ish Isles any more. It is suspected that the British 
and Germans both know something about that they 
are not, saying very much about just at this time.
